Lodge, Merrion road, by knocking him down 
with a motor car on the 18th October last at

defended. 


Dr. Desmond Hayes, house surgeon, Baggot 
Street Hospital, said that Morgan was dead 
when brought to hospital. From the injuries 
that he had received the impact must have 
been a severe one. 

Mrs. T. Morgan, Bloomfield Lodge, Merrion 
road, widow ot the deceased man, said that 
her husband hae been in good health and had 
had good eyesight. 

Denis Coss, St. Kevin's Cottages, Synge 
street, said that betwee: 7.10 p.m. and 7.350 
p.m. he saw two men get out of a tramcar, 
one going in the direction of Merrion Gates. 
A motor car going in the direction of the 


city at about 50 m.p.h. struck a man cross- 
ing the road and there was a loud screeching 
of brakes. The tramcar had gone on at the 


time of the accident. The roadway was dark 
at that spot. 

Miss Noel Ennis, 133 Merrion road, said 
that she saw the deceased man getting off 
a tramcar. He stood on the side of the road 
before crossing. She then saw a motor car 
coming round the bend near Merrion Gates. 


The deceased m&n had just crossed the tram 
tracks when he was thrown into the air, 
landing a long distance from where he was 
struck. The car pulled up just where the 
body ot the deceased man was lying on the 
roadway.

FASHIONS IN 
CROWNS 


FROM THE CONQUEROR 
TO GEORGE VI.

ROWNS and coronets will be the 
CG. fashionable. wear at the Coronation 

ceremony in Westminster Abbey in 
May next, These, it may bo mentioned, are 
as subject to the vagaries of fashion just as 
any less exalted head-gear. 

There are two royal crowns used in the 
Coronation ceremony—St. Edward's crown, 
which is worn only during the actual cere- 
mony in the Abbey, and the State crown. 
The latter is altered, or re-made, for each 
different King and Queen, and historical re- 
cords only go to show that royalty have as 
diversified tastes in crowns as their subjects 
have in hats. 

Unfortunately, the ancient regalia of Eng- 
land having been destroyed by the Common- 
wealth -in 1649, leaving no true pictures or 
records of the various items, the new re- 
galia had to be fashioned as near as was 
known to the original for Charles II., and 
the only truly ancient part of the English 
regalia are the various names and a few odd 
pieces which escaped the general destruction. 


ST. EDWARD'S CROWN 


St. Edward’s créwn, with which up to the 
time of the Commonwealth all English kings 
had been crowned, is reputed to have be- 
longed originally to King Alfred, who has 
achieved fame in history more for his burn- 
ing of the cakes than for an) other more 
worthy incident. Alfred is the first king in 
English history whose coronation is mentioned, 
a it is assumed that previous to hts time 
kings were only elected and anointed. . 

The crown used for the first coronation 
ceremony, on which the present one is 
modelled. is described in old records as being 
of “ gould wireworke set with slight stones, 
and two little bells.’’ lt werghed seventy-nine 
and a half ounces, and as at the time of the 
Commonwealth when it was destroyed gold 
was worth £3 an ounce, the gold work alone 
was valued at £248 10s. 

Crowns in those days had no velvet lining— 
that is a comparatively recent innovation— 
and but for the fact that they were worn 
over the “cap of maintenance’’ would have 
been most uncomfortable to wear. 

The present St. Edward’s crown is a 
narrow circle, of gold, from which rise 
alternately four crosses and four fleur-de-lys. 
From the crosses spring two arches, which, at 
their crossing, suppert an orb and cross. It 
must be assumed that the arches were a 
later addition, probably added in 1399 for 
the Coronation of Henry IV. 

Pictorial representations in early manu- 
scripts and the rude effigies on ancient coins 
are not particularly helpful in depicting ine 
type of State crown worn by the Anglo- 
Saxon and Danish kings of Engiand before 
the Norman conquest. In some cases it 
would appear as if a diadem studded with 
pearls were worn, anc in_ others 
something more in the shape of a 
crown as we know it to-day. After the 
Conquest we have surer records for guidance 
in the shape ‘of the pictovial representations 
of the reigning monarch which appeared on 
the great seals used for all official documents. 

From modest beginnings the fashion for 
splendour in crowns grew steadily. 

The crown of William the Conqueror and 
his immediate successors seems to have been 
a plain circlet, with four uprights terminating 
in trefoils. Henry 1, enriched the circlet 
with jewels, while Richard Cour de Lion’s 
taste was for something more elaborate, ‘The 
small trefoils (or conventional clover leaves) 
were expanded, and not only chased, “but 
jewelled, while the gems which studded the 
circlet. were much larger | 

King John of Magna Charta fame preferred 
fleurons to trefoils, and larger gems still. It 
was left to Edward Il. to give us the most 
graceful and elegant of all the medieval 
crowns, andl this form remained thranghout 
the two following reigns. While some of 
the elegance and grace of the more 
delicate crown was lost by the alteration; for 
Henry IV. was made the most magnificent 
crown yet worn by any English King. It 
was a larger and more massive crown than 
any of its predecessors. The eirclet was wider 
and richly chased and jewelled. From it rose 
eight larze leaves of: beautiful workmanship, 
the intervening spaces being filled with 
fleurs-de-lys 


WITHOUT ARCHES 


So far all these crowns had been what is 
known as “open' crowns, without any arches 
rising from the circlet, The first arched 
crown is represented on the great seal of 
Edward IV. in 1461, Later the two arches 
were increased to: three and four. 

In the time of Edward VI, the crown 
showed a tendency for flattened arches, rather 
than pointed, áil on Queen Elizabeth's crown 
the arches were not only flattened, but de- 
pressed in the centre, and so they remained 


until. Queen Victoria's reign, when tho 
pointed form of arches was resumed, in keqp- 
ng with the idea that this form 
indicated an imperial rather than a 
regal ctown, Queen Victoria havi

The coronets of dukes anid lesser dignitaries 
have no arches, and, of course, no orb or 
cross. i 

The coronet of the present-day duke is 
just a circlet of gold, from which rise eight 
strawberry leaves. That of a marquess can 
be distinguished by having only four straw- 
berry leaves, the intervening spaces being 
occupied by four low points which are sur- 
mounted by pearls, An earl’s coronet has 
eight tall rays, on each of which is set a 
a the intervening spaces being occupied 

strawberry leaves one-fourth of the height 
of the rays. A viscount’s coronet has sixteen 
small pearls fixed to the golden circlet, while 
the coronet of a baron has six large pearls 
similarly arranged, 

The significance of strawberry leaves rather 
than any other fruit is a matter of ancient 
rr de and would require an article to 
itself.

MR. M4SENTEE’S OUTLINE 


- 


The ‘‘testament of the Irish Nation” 
would be represented’ by the new Constitu- 
tion, said Mr. Sean MacEntee, Minister for 
Finance, at a meeting in Rush, Count 
Dublin, last night. The Constitution would, 
he said, provide a rule of law and order for 
the people of the Free State, and ultimately, 
he hoped, the pople of the whole of Ireland. 
“There will be nothing,” he said, “in that 
Constitution that will imply your subrodina- 
tion, your subjection or your allegiance to 
any Power outside the four shores of Ireland. 
There will be no attempt to get a hasty 
decision from you in regard to the new Con- 
stitution. It will be there, every line of it, 
before the Dail weeks before it is submitted 
to the country, | 

“1 do not know what may be the outcome 
of the economic dispute with Britain, but I 
do know this much, that in the perils and 
dangers which confront Europe it is essential 
that the man who has been steadfast in 
fighting the Irish people’s battle, not merely 
in the last five years, but from 1916 to 1923, 
should be returned again to speak for the 
people with unchallangeable authority when- 
ever your rights or your interests may seem 
to be imperilled by any developments which 
may take plave elsewhere.” 

Having reviewed the economic position cf 
the ‘country, Mr. MacEntee said that they 
were now in the position that, as far as 
domestic concerns and foreign policy went, 
there was no higher authority than the 
Executive Council. 

Dealing with unemployment, the Minister 
said that the Unemployment Assistance Act 
assisted people who were formerly the care 
of the Congested Districts Board, and to-day 
two-thirds of those on the unemployment 
register were people who, before the Act, 
were living in penury, and for whom nothing 
whatsoever was being done by the com- 
munity. That Act. relieved distress due to: 
the natural conditions and circumstances of 
districts in which a very large proportion of 
the Et ssc lived, as well as that due to 


unemployment, . 
At the present rate of land division the 
work would be completed in five years, and in 


this the idea of the Government was the fixa- 
tion of the people on the land, 

The Minister for Agriculture had had 
special investigations made into the produc- 
tion of vegetables for the Dublin market, and 
would be able to do a great deal for its 
reorganisation.

CO-OPERATION WITH

| ' is sincerely to be hoped that the Minister 


for Industry and Commerce will make use 
of this Society, representing, as it does, 
the organised electrical industry in the Irish 
Free State, said Mr. A. G. Briity (President) 
in his address to the annual general meet- 
ing of the Society of Irish Electrical Traders, 
held at Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 
The year 1936, he said, had been one of 
steady, useful work. The membership had 
increased, and the financial position was 
sound. That the. Society was definitely 
making itself felt was shown by the fact 
that there were many applications for ad- 
mission to the list of approved traders from 
people all over the country who had been 
refused supplies by the wiuslaaiie members 
of the Society. In a great many cases the 
terms would have been granted in the 
ordinary course of business by the whole- 
salers but for the existence of the Approved 
List, to which reference was always made 
by wholesalers when approached for supplies 
by a trader not known to them. This indi- 
cated that the Society had reached the stage 
where it was functioning satisfactorily, so 
far as the question of trade terms was con- 
cerned. Considering the short time the 
Society had been in existence. the results to 
date gave ground for satisfaction. 
There remained a great deal of work to be 
done in connection with the question of 
terms; and a Committee had been appointed 
to investigate the question of allied trade 
buyers, commercial users, and special large 
buyers, and to fix discounts at which these 
classes could secure their requirements. The 
Committee had had many meetings, and had 
submited a report which was under con- 
sideration of the Council, 


SHOULD HAVE GUIDANCE 


Matters arose in regard to which it was 
felt that the Government should. have guid- 
ance, and a communication was sent to the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce offer- 
ing the co-operation of the Society in any 
matters where they could be of eervice to 
him. Some montus ago representatives of 
the executive council visi Cork and in- 
terviewed the Cork Electrical Traders, and 
a Committee had been set up in Cork to 
deal with local affairs. This Committee 
had proved of great assistance to the execu- 
tive council. 

During the year the representatives of the 
Society, and of the Motor Traders’ Societ 
had met in conferences to consider difficnl- 
ties existing in the granting of terms to the 
motor trade, and they hoped to secure a 
satisfactory solution on this matter. There 
had also been a conference with the Direc- 
tor and Chairman of Electric Lamp Manv- 
facturers’ Association, but he was not in a 
position to report finality. A satisfacto 
arrangement, however, had been made wit 
Messrs. Solus Teoranta, and a representative 
of that firm had joined the executive council.

BISHOP OF OSSORY’S 
STATEMENT

The Bishop oí Ossory (Right Rev, Dr. 
Day) presided at the Church of Ireland 
ews Society Gift Day in the Church 
Missions' Society Hall, Molesworth street, 
Dublin, yesterday. 
The Christian people throughout, the years, 
he said, have treated the Jews abominably. 
All down the ages there has been a con- 
tinuous persecution of the Jews by Christians. 
It is a testimony to their character and 
ability that they have survived in spite of 
all; that they have blossomed and produced 
in every rank and profession men and women 
of the greatest eminence. 
No work, continued Dr. Day, was of greater 
obligation on Christians than the work of the 
Jews’ Society, since from them was derived 
the Christian religion, and Our Saviour. ac. 
cording to His human nature, was a Jew. 
The necessity for the education of the Jews 
in Christianity was not greater than the 
necessity for the education of the Chrisftans 
in Jewry. In all Christians there was an 
undercurrent of prejudice and _ intolerance 
against the Jews—a despicable race prejudice. 
In every,part of Ireland, he said, the Jews’ 
Society Was receiving general support, ano 
not least in his own diocese. He welcomed 
Canon Cross, who is to become Secretary of 
wo Nagge branch of the Society on March 
th. 
The Rev. 8. Taylor Wood, Metropolitan 
Secretary, London Jews’ Society, reported 
that financially the Society was in a very 
serious condition. They had never recovered 
from losses sustained during the Great War, 
and the £4,000 given by the Reparations Com- 
mittee was quite inadequate to make up their 
actual losses. Since the war they had not 
been in debt, but there had always been a 
considerable overdraft in the bank which 
curtailed operations, He thanked the Irish 
supporters of the Society. If the Church of 
England, parish by parish, he said, supported 
the missions as the Church of Ireland does, 
there would be no shortage of money. 

In Palestine, he said, the Bishop of 
Jerusalem had given over the entire work 
among the Jews to the Society. Unfortu- 
nately up to the present they had been unable 
‘to touch the non-Synagogue Jews—the 
agnostics who were returning to the country 


in hundreds.

THE CLAIMS OF CHOTA 
NAGPUR 


- 


Farnest, appeals for recruits to fill vacancies 
in the staff of the Dublin University Mission 
to Chota Nagpur were made at the annual 
meeting of the Mjssion, which was held in the 
Graduates’ Memorial Building, Trinity College, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The report stated that a matter of the 
gravest concern throughout the past year had 
been the shortage of recruits. There was a 
pressing need for two additional priests as 
members of the Brotherhood, Repeated efforts 
had been made to secure men to offer for this 
work. Though presented with such splendid 
opportunities for progress as present condi- 
tions wm India afforded, the work of the 
Mission—and especially its evangelistic work 
—had necessarily. been hampered, because the 
Mission staff, depleted in number, was in- 
adequate. At present, while the Rev, G. C. 
B. Hilliard was on a well-deserved furlough, 
three men were doing the work which would 
normally require six, An even greater short- 
age of women workers for the hospital and 
educational work was being experienced. 

The Committee laid stress upon the urgent 
need for recruits, in the hope, and with the 
earnest prayer, that some would hear in it 
Yod’s call to them, and be moved to offer 
themselves for the great work, 

Although expenditure for 1936 was some 
£250 less than for 1935, there was a deficit 
of over £5,180 on the year’s working. They 
had begun the year with a debit balance of 
£136, and ended it with one of £319. It was 
greatly to be feared that, unless increased 
financial support was forthcoming, limitation 
in the Mission’s sphere of work was inevit- 
able. $ 
The report of the Women’s Auxiliary 
stressed once more the urgent need for two 
new workers—a doctor and an educational 
worker. 

Was it, asked Miss E. M. C. Jellett, who 
read the report, too much to appeal to 
graduates of Dublin University? Was there 
no doctor, no trained teacher, who could, and 
would, say: “‘ Here am I; send me’’?

| FIRE WITNESSES. 
DISAGREE 
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‘TRIBUNAL HEARS 
DENIALS 


QUESTION OF VALVE 
INSTRUCTIONS 


——— 


ONFLICTING evidence was given be- 

& fore the Tribur«l inquiring into the 

circumstances of the Pearse street fire 

on the night of 5th Octob.r last during the 

session “held yesterday at the Four Courts, 

Dublin. Mr. Martin Maguire. K.C., chair- 
man, presided. 

J. Bridger, labourer,waterworks department, 
and employed in the tank house, Leeson 
street, said that a telephone call came there 
at twenty minutes tc 12 midnight. The 
speaker, whom he did not know, inquired 
where Billy was. Witness replied that Mr. 
Hughes (Billy), the turncock, had gone to 
the canal to open valves. The speaker at 
the other end of the line said that the water 
pressure was bad in Pearse street, and he 
said he would tell Hughes.when he came 
back. 

In reply to Mr. Kelly, K.C., the witness 
said that he had not heard the telephone 
ring at ten minutes p%st eleven 

Mr. P. A, Sheehan (for Fireman Reddy) 
reminded the witness of a statement which 
he had made to the City Manager a short 
time after the fire, and asked why he had 
retracted it. 

The witness said that he kept turning over 
the events in his mind ard there were times 
wien he had Japses of memory. 

In reply to Mr, Rice, he said he corrected 
his first statement at the Corporation offices, 
Castle street, when he mentioned it to an 
engineer in the waterworks department. 


“WAS A FABRICATION ” 


In reply to Mr. ‘Bloomer, member of the 
Tribunal, the witness said that the reply he 
gave to the telephone message at twenty to 
12 on the night of the fiie was that Hughes 
was out to open the valves was a fabrication. 

Henry Barr, labourer, who also assisted 
Turncock Hughes, said that the latter left 
for Westland row about twelve minutes to 
12. He heard Hughes say: “ It is very ex- 
traordin ry that it is « úir now | am after 
getting the call from the Tara street Fire 
Station.”” Hughes left at about half-pust 
eleven. He was told to stanu by the valves. 

Replying to Mr. Sheehan, the witness said 
that it was about 11.15 that Hugies told him 
and Bridger to turn on the af arm as there 
was a fire in Pearse street. 7 

Thomas Doran, turncock, said that at 10.55 
p.m. he got, at the Workworks House, Fish- 
amble street, a telephone message from Fire- 
man Reddy, who said that the brigede was 
turning out to a fire opposite the Palace 
Cinema, in Pearse street. He did not think 
it necessary to ring up the valve house at 
Leeson street. He knew it was necessary 
that the valve house should increase pressure. 
He had never taken it on himself to ring up 
‘the valve house. The idea of ringing up 
Fishamble street from Tara Street Station 
was that in the event of a second turnout a 
turncock would be needed. 


“HAD NOT HEARD OF FIRE” 


Thomas Dunne, turncock, who _ relieved 
Doran at 11 p.m., said that when Leeson 
street rang him up at 5 or 10 minutes past 
eleven they told him they had not heard 
there was a fire at Pearse street. He went 
to the public telephone, rang up Tara street, 
and was answered by Fireman Reddy, 

“I asked him why he did not give the 
fire to Leeson street, but I did not wait for 
his reply,” said the witness. 

Mr. Moriarty—What was Hughes about? 
Was he afraid some one in Tara street would 
get into trouble?—The man is a conscientious 
man. He was anxious that the work should 
be carried out thoroughly. Mr. Hughes has 
a lot of worries and a jot of responsibilities. 

Mr. Moriarty—I suggest that. you are 
telling a deliberate lie when you say that 
you rang up Reddy at any time on the night 
of the 5th October.—No; I am not. 

I further suggest that, not having rung 
up Reddy at all, Hughes rang you up in or 
about 12 o’clock to arrange between you that 
you should say you had previously run 
Reddy up?—There was nothing axonal 
either that night, or the next. 

Do you know ‘Reddy says he never re- 
ceived any message from you to test the line 
that night ?—I did not hear that. 

Witness further said that he had only met 
O’Brien, Clarke and Hughes outside. the City 
Manager's office, after giving their evidence, 
and not before. 

Thomas O’Brien, turncock, said that he 
was examined before the City Manager on 
two occasions, and said that the reason he 
was at the Tribunal was to have no victims. 

In reply to Mr. Woods, he said that there 
was not the slightest doubt that Reddy had 
told him he forgot to ring up Leeson street. 

Replying to Mr. Kelly, O’Brien said that 
Turncock Clarke was like a lunatic about the 
fire between 20 minutes and a quarter to 
twelve. Clarke’s attitude. was caused by the 
condition of the water supply. 

Mr. Moriarty—I suggest that you had a 
conversation with Reddy after giving evidence 
a second time before the City Manager, and 
that you said: “If there is a sworn inquiry 
I will go back on what I said.’’ !—No. 

Chairman—What did you say ?—I said that 
there was only one thing I could say to help 
him out, and that was to say I ~ould not 
take an oath. 


FIREMAN REDDY’S 
EVIDENCE 


Lawrence Reddy; giving evidence, said that 
he had twelve and a half years’ service with 
the Fire Brigade, and was on duty at Tara 
Street Station on the 5th October last from 
10 o’clock. At 10.52 he received an alarm, 
which he duly recorded, and ‘ung up Leeson 
street box. fle got the answer, “ Ail right,” 
but did not recognise the voice, It was not 
Billy Hughes’s voice. Afterwards he rang up 
Fishamble street, all the sub-sections, by one 
action of the telephone, the E.8.B, and the 
police. He entered all this in the log-book 
(which was produced), and witness read the 
entries, which, he said, were entered before 
11 o'clock, ; 

Mr. Moriarty—You know that at the in- 
quiry by the City Manager, Turncock O’Brien 
said there was something peculiar about the 
entry of ‘‘ Leeson street ’” in the log-book, 
that you entered it last ?—There was nothing 
wrong about the entry. All the entnes were 
made before 11 o'clock, 

The suggestion is that you failed to make 
that call, and that you only wrote the 
Leeson street entry afterwards ’—I made the 
eall, and all the entries were made at the 
saine time. 

_ The witness went on to say that he had 
told Fireman Murray two or three minutes 
before 11 o'clock that he had put through 
all the calls, He had made the entries in the 
book at that time. He did not ring up 
Leeson street box at 11.15, and Fishamble 
street had not rung him from 10.30 onwards, 
Mr. Moriarty—Dunne said that he rang 
you and asked you why you did not give the 
fire to Leeson street ?—I had no conversation, 
ood, bad or indifferent, that night with 
unne. I never told O’Brien at any time 
that I had not given the fire to the Leeson 
street box. 

Fireman Reddy, in reply to further ques- 
Leeson 
street about 10.54 he communicated with 
Leeson street again at 11.45. He agreed 
with Bridger in his version of the telephone 
call. He rung up Leeson street box and got 
an answer. He said there was a bad pressure 
of water down at Pearse street, and the reply 
he got was that Billy was at the Canal turn- 
ing on the valves.

“ UNCALLED-FOR 
REMARKS ” ©

AR. E. GODFREY BROWN, Musical 
M Director of the B.B.C, Northern Ire- 
land Station, was the defendant in a 
libel action brought in the Northern Ireland 
High Court. to-day by Lieutenant Owen W. 
Geary, Director of Music of the Royal 
Artillery at Woolwich, and formerly band- 
master ot the 1st Battalion the Border Reg!- 
ment. 

The hearing will be resumed to-morrow. 

Mr. W. Lowry, K.C., for Lieutenant Geary, 
said that the libel complained of was con- 
tained in three letters which Mr. Brown wrote 
to Lieutenant-Colonel G. Darwell, formerly 
Commanding Officer of the 1st.Battalion the 
Border Regiment, which, until recently, was 
stationed at Holywood Palace Barracks, near 
Belfast. 

There was a counterclaim for damages for 
libel by Mr, Brown, alleged to have been 
contained in a letter written Mr. Geary 
to the North of Ireland Bands’ Association, 


£20 AS FEE 


Lieutenant Geary was appointed band- 
master of the 1st Battalion the Border Regi- 
ment in 1926; and the battalion came to Ho :- 
wood in 1933. Soon after their arrival the 
B.B.C. requested them to broadcast, and the 
fee offere 
the band president as low, but after some 
hesitation it was accepted and the perform- 
ance was given. . 

That, said counsel, was the first and last 
time that the citizens of Northern Ireland 
had the opportunity of hearing the band on 
the air, ei the defendant was primarily re- 
sponsible íor that. 

Mr. Brown established in connection with 
the Northern Ireland Station a brass band, 
which he called the Northern Ireland Brass 
Band, and which he himself conducted, under 
the name of “EK, Furness.” The. Northern 
Ireland Bands' Association in July or August, 
1955, asked Mr. Geary. among others, to give 
his opinion about the Northern Ireland Brass 
Band, and Mr. Geary wrote to the secretary 
of the association a letter, in which he said ; 
“TI don’t believe that the B.B.C. would be 
misguided enough to go on with it. 


‘SWINDLE ON PUBLIC ” 


“The show is about as rotten and corrupt 
as it can be. Even some of the men playin 
in it udmitted how rotten it was, and foghed 
about it. 

“This masquerading as ‘E, Furness,’ a 
supposed brass band conductor, is an imposi- 
tion and, in plain English, a swindle on the 
public.” | 

The libel complained of by Mr. Geary was 
contained in three letters, the first,wntten on 
October 1, 19365. ¢ 

The first letter read :— 

‘“You may be unaware that Mr. Geary 
has, in the last, so I am informed, made some 
rather uncalled-for remarks about our mili- 
tary band to the Kneller Hall authorities. 

‘He also visited the B.B.C. in London and 
interviewed Mr. Walton O'Donnell about his 
grievances. He even waylaid Mr. O’Donnell 
in Belfast when he came over to conduct the 
concert, and made a statement with regard 
to the military band which was totally un- 
founded.’’ 

The second letter, dated March 17, 1936, 
was stailed by Mr. Lowry to contain the 
following statement :— 
“Tf Mr Geary withdraws and apologises 
I am prepared to accept it. I don’t. want in 
any way to damage Mr, Geary’s army 
career.” . : 

On April 23 Mr. Brown wrote again to the 
Colonel, in which he said :'— 

“T think it is common knowledge that 
Mr. Geary was the-mainspring of the boycott 
for some time of this region by three resident 
bands.”’ : 

Mr. Lowry said that over a considerable 
period difficulties had arisen between the 
Northern Ireland musical director of the 
B.B.C. and Lieutenant Geary with regard to 
payments for broadcasts. The difficulties 
culminated in Mr. Geory receiving instruc- 
tions to refuse permission for any of his 
musicians to assist the Regioral Band of the 
B.B.C. 

Mr. Geary, in evidence, said that he de- 
clined at an interview to accept a fee of 
£7 10s. for a fifteen minutes’ broadcast of a 
eamp fire scene, describing the fee as 
ridiculous. Mr. Brown’s attitude towards 
military bands could be described only as 
contemptuous. 

Colonel G. Darwell, in evidence, said that 
he ordered the band not to play for a fee 
less than £30. Lieutenant Geary was not 
responsible in any way for that decision. 
Later Mr. Marshall, station director, and Mr. 
Brown called on him and, as far as he 
remembered, wanted to prevent Geary bring- 
ing an action. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

A COMPLAINT FROM CLARE 


Three oí the usual firms who tender íor the 
coai supply at the Clare Mental Hospital 
vesterday Diioealád the Committee that they 
could not quote at present owing to the 
shortage of imports. : 
Messrs, Power and Sons, Clarecastle, stated 
the output of coal in Great Britain was 
seriously curtailed at present, and it was 
impossible at the moment to get offers for 
prompt shipment. 

Messrs. D. McInerney and Sons, Ennis, 
wrote that various collieries seem to 
refusing prompt or forward offers, and they 
could ::ot quote as required by the committee. 
Messrs, Suttons, Ltd., Limerick, stated that 
collieries named in the committee's advertise- 
ment from which they desired supplies, were 
hooked forward for three months, and no 
coal was at present available from any of 
them. “ This is due,” added, ‘‘to the 
huge inland and export demand and the 
armament position.” 

Mr. J. P. Hughes said that the position 
revealed bv the letters was rather at variance 
with the Coal-Cattle Pact. 

The secretary (Mr. J. Considine) said the 
position may be improved in a month’s time, 
and in the meantime supplies could be pur- 
chased as required from local merchants. 
This was agreed to. 

On inquiry yesterday in Dublin it was 
learned that there was no shortage of coal 
in the city, and none was anticipated. Some 
merchants are a little behind on shipments, 
but this, it was stated, is not an abnormal 
state of affairs. Nothing was known of any 
curtailment of the output of coal from 
England.

Reuter’s Rome Correspondent says :—

Italy’s response to Great Britain’s 
rearmament plan may ‘be expected on 
March ist, when the Fascist Grand 
Council has been summoned to examine 
the entire military situation “ in relation 
to its requirements.’’ Reports by Count 
Ciano (Foreign Minister) on the inter- 
national political situation and by Signor 
Thaon di Revel (Finance Minister) on the 
Italian economic and financial situation 
will provide material for arriving at deci- 
sions.

ENERAL MIAJA, Chief of the 
Defence Junta, accompanied by 

the Chiefs of the General Staff, 
carried out a tour of inspection to- 
day of that part of the front which is 
now under his command. 
Government patrols, which suc- 
ceeded at dusk in reconnoitring in- 
surgent territory, reported that the 
insurgents had withdrawn over a 
mile on the Jarama front while await- 
ing reinforcements. 
Finding that they are unable to cross 
the Jarama River at Arganda, the insur- 
gents are now attacking further south in 
the neighbourhood of the villages cf 
Perales, Tajuna and Loches, with the 
object of taking Arganda in the rear and 
establishing a base for operations. 
Striking up, north-westwards from 
Arganda, they hope to take Vallecas, 


which is only about four miles south-east 
of Madrid. 


ARTILLERY IN ACTION 


For two hours to-day the insurgent 
artillery strongly bombarded the position 
of San Benito, not far from the Escorial. 
The Government defences successfully 
withstood the bombardment. 
This is part of a new insurgent plan of 
campaign, which consists of increased 
pressure on the Guadalajara front, north- 
east of Madrid, and on the Sierra front, 
north-west of Madrid. The aim is to cut 
communications between the capital and 
the different fronts, and also between the 
fronts themselves, as, for instance, 
between the Guadarrama and Somosierra 
fronts. | 
It is felt in Madrid that the insurgent 
haste to press forward may, perhaps, cost 
them their victory. The militia are daily 
winning ground yard by yard in the Uni- 
versity City and in the Carabanchel sector, 
and rapid strides are being made in the 
organisation of the Army. 

All is quiet this evening on the Jarama 
front, and the situation there is un- 
changed. 


OCCUPYING HEIGHTS 


The road from Arganda to the bridge 
over the Jarama River is still under 
insurgent fire, as General Franco’s troops 
are occupying the heights commanding the 
river. 

The insurgent attack on Morata de 
Tajuna has failed, and the village is still 
in Government hands. 

From unofficial sources it is stated that 
the Government troops in the Escorial 
sector are continuing an advance they 
began yesterday and have now captured 
insurgent positions at Robledo de Chavela, 
which: command ,several villages. This 
advance should improve the position of the 
Government troops in the Valdemorillo 
sector, 

An air battle took place this afternoon 
above Vallecas, in which insurgent ’planes 
were driven off at the moment that they were 
about to bomb the Government positions. 
The casualties are not yet known, but it 
is believed that an insurgent three-engined 
‘plane has been brought down.

“The evacuation of Malaga began when 
the civil population first heard of the 
difficult situation on the fronts.

would assume the character of a human 
cataclysm unknown in the history of 
Europe. The streets of Malaga became 
filled with an immense crowd of people 
shouting with terror and hatred when the 
word went round: ‘The Fascists are 
coming.’ It was as though the crowd had 
become suddenly mad with fear and fury.

FINAL RETURNS 


A Peshawar telegram says:—The Indian 
National Congress will be the largest 
party in the North-West Frontier Province 
Assembly, according to the final election 
results announced. here. Out of a total of 
50 seats Congress have won 19, the Hindu- 
Sikh Nationalist Party 7, and the Muslim 
Independent Party 2. Of the remainder, 
21 have been secured by No-Party 
Muslims, and 1 by a Non-Party Hindu. 

Opinion here believes that Congress are 
likely to accept office in view of the special 
conditions attaching to the frontier 
province.

AMENDING BILL FOR 
SECOND READING

The Control of Imports (Amendment) Bill, 
which was introduced in the Dail in Novem- 
ber last, was circulated yesterday, and will 
probably be taken for second reading to- 
morrow. The purpose of the bill is to amend 
in certain respects the original Act passed in 
1934 ee 
Under the amending bill power 1s given 
to the Revenue Commissioners or the Minis- 
ter for Finance to exempt from the prohibi- 
tion.effected by any order goods imported for 
a specific purpose, or attach to such exemp- 
tio. such conditions as they may consider 
advisable as to, quantity, time, proof or other 
wise. The Executive Council may amend any 
quota order made prior to the passing of the 
Act, and such amendment may be retrospec- 
tive. 
Another provision excludes from quota 
orders articles, whether home produced or 
not, which were exported from the Free State 
before or after the passing of the present bill, 
or imported under licence in substitution for 
some other article, and subsequently either 
exported or destroyed without having been 
substantially used in the Free State. Further, 
when the Executive Council makes an Order 
they may exclude from it any goods manu- 
factured in a specified country, or are con- 
signed to an importer in a specified country, 
or were manufactured in a specified country 

The Minister may refuse registration to a 
person who did not ordinarily import goods 
to which the quota applies, or who only im- 
ported negligible quantities, or who pre- 
viously had been removed from the register. 

A person may be removed from the register 
if he fails in two successive quota periods 
to apply for a licence to import goods to 
which the Order applies, or makes false 
statements. The Minister takes power to 
issue licences in excess of the quota in certain 
circumstances, and also to amend licences.

DENTAL SCHEMES 
INADEQUATE 


CARE OF CHILDREN 
URGED 
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‘< E are on the eve of great medical 
W progress in this city, and I would 
most urgently suggest that the 
treatment of young people, and the preven- 
tion rather than the cure of diseases, be kept 
rominently before us,” said Dr. T. Percy 
irkpatrick, F.R.C.P.,.. speaking at the 
annual meeting of the Incorporated ‘Dental 
Hospital of Ireland in Dublin yesterday. Ii 
children were carefully looked after in their 
early days, he went on, and their teeth 
examined and preserved by skilled dental 
surgeons, the whole race would benefit as a 
result. 

Stating that 41,114 patients received 
treatment at the hospital during last year, 
Dr. Kirkpatrick called to mind the fact that 
during the first year of the hospital’s exis- 
tence—1879 to 1880—the total number cf 
people who received dental treatment was 
5,925. He referred to the great advances that 
had been made in medical and dental science, 
but added that a great deal more should be 
done before the position could be regarded 
as satisfactory. The whole trend of modern 
medicine was to pfevent thé arrival of disease 
rather than to cure it. Many diseases were a 
result bf decayed or septic condition of the 
teeth, and in this connection he recommended 
that special care should be devoted to the 
care of children and young people. Children, 
he said, should be given at least the oppor- 
tunity of growing up to be healthy adults, 
Mr. Justice Geoghegan, who proposed that 
the hospital was worthy of supyort, said that 
the institution was still, undoubtedly, a 
towing hospital. It was a wonderful | tri- 
‘bute to the organising capacity of the ¢om- 
mittee and to the skill of the medical and 
surgical staff of the house. ‘‘Is there any 
form of disease so widespread as dental dis- 
ease?" he asked, And the tragic part of it 
was that it was the poor who were most 
afflicted. Through the amount of benevolent 
work that the hospital was carrying on the 
expenditure on materials and service was 
increasing annually, and the financial deijicit 
showed a corresponding increase. If the 
hospital was to maintain its great dental 
Service to the poor it was worthy of, and 
must obtain a greater measure of support 
from, the community at large. Under 
existing circumstances the deficit continued to 
increase annually, and already it was a cause 
of some alarm to those who were concerned 
with the valuable work. 


DEMAND FOR LARGER 
BUILDING 


“It is to be regretted,” said Mr. Justice 
Geoghegan, ‘‘that this building has not been 
enlarged to the size that the times and our 
people require. It is our oldest established 
dental hospital—ihe only purely dental hos- 
pital in the City of Dublin—and I venture 
to say that the time has arrived when what- 
ever is necessary for the extension of this 
huilding should be provided. 1 think some 
way should be found to provide the necessary 
funds and. site in order that the excellent 
work of this hospital should be carried on on 
a larger scale and in more satisfactory cir- 
cumstances.”’ 

According to the annual report, the attend- 
ance of patients in the various departments 
now amounts to 41,114, which is an increase 
of 35,442 over last year. The number of 
fillings made in the free department was 
5,759, an increase of over 600 from last year, 
and in the extraction department the number 
of patients who received free treatment was 
22,560, this being an increase of almost 1,500. 
Seven hundred free X-ray investigations were 
made and 1,221 patients had the benefit of 
free general anzsthetics. 

Another section of the report recorded that 
during the year several men, who previously 
had been refused employment on account of 
the condition of their teeth, were enabled to 
gain permanent employment after being fitted 
with free dentures. 


WHOLE-TIME SERVICE 

Dr. D. L. Rogers, L.D.S., R.C.S.I., Dean 
of the Dental School, reported that little or 
no progress had been made with reference to 
a whole-tinie dental school service in the Free 
State. The present system of part-time 
school dentistry was quite inadequate for the 
requirements and, consequently, many school 
children were not receiving the necessary 
treatment, Any money spent on school 
dentistry would be repaid by the improve- 
ments in the health of the children, as well 
as by saving them unnecessary suffering.

they are going to spend it. Every penny 
will, in fact, have to be voted by Parlia- 
ment, as, and when, it is required; but an 
outline of ‘the general demands of the 
defence program in advance of the 
detailed estimates/is not superfluous, and 
is now given by the White Paper. 

Under the head of all three defence 
services it is pertinently recalled that 
expenditure cannot stop short at the 
supply of more men and material. With 
regard to the Navy, the virtual suspension 
of new construction for so many years 
means extremely heavy expenditure during 
the next. few years upon both replacement 
and expansion. New construction, which 
averaged £12,000,000 a year in 1931-’34, 
will require £50,000,000 for the 1936 pro- 
gramme, and still more for the 1937 
programme. In addition, expenditure 
upon ammunition reserves, storage for 
supplies, new dockyard works and services 
will also be heavy, though these are the 
sort of costs which the layman seldom 
realises as an essential factor in Navy 
estimates. As for the Army, the overdue 
plans for improving conditions and making 
this service attractive are stated to be 
imminent. Equally important is the pro- 
vision of reserve supplies, which will pre- 
vent any repetition of the shortcomings of 
1914-16. The Territorial Army, it will be 
noted with satisfaction, is no longer to 
be starved in the matter of equip- 
ment and: training facilities. The object, 
in short, is to create a supply. organisation 
for 'a much larger Army than will ever 
be required to serve in times of peace. 

Finally, the Air Force, the strength of 
which is wisely recognised as a matter of 
paramount importance, will require far 
more than the bare equipment of the extra 
squadrons created or promised. This ser- 
vice may well have to take the first shock 
in an emergency, its rate of wastage would 
certainly be high, and its reserves of men 
and. material must be proportionately 
large. It has had exceptional leeway to 
make up in point of numbers, though not 
of quality, and it requires a particularly 
expensive form of ground organisation if 
its bases are to be safe. Moreover, since 
modern warfare is no longer an affair of 
professionals, but of whole natioys, pre- 
parations have to be made to keep in being 
the civilian activities of the nation. This 
involves the provision of anti-aircraft and 
anti-gas. defences, of fire . fighting 
appliances, and of great reserves of raw 
materials ‘and of foodstuffs, the organisa- 
tion of alternative inlets for imports, and, 
it may well be, thé amplification of com- 
munications in certain districts. 

When all ‘these facts are taken into 
aceount—and not one of them can be left 
out of account—the rough estimate of 
total expenditure during the next five 
years does not seem excessive, Neverthe- 
less, it is patently gigantic; the mere 
mention of £1,500,000,000 is sufficient to 
show the absurdity of the argument that 
the whole cost should be met out of 
current taxation. What the proposal of 
the Government means is that during the 
next five years, on the average, 
£220,000,000 may have to’ be found from 
revenue and £80,000,000 from loans. 
There is good reason to believe that, pro- 
vided the effort does not invalve the 
neglect of normal markets at home or 
abroad, the revenue willbe buoyant 
enough ' to find both the sum required 
during the. next five years and the extra 
cost of maintenance thereafter, without 
‘any crippling increase of taxation. .

The Chief Metropolitan Magistrate 
would receive £2,300, and the other Metro- 
politan Magistrates £2,000. , 
The resolution relatiag to the Recorder of 
Londonderry, the County Court judges and 
chairmen of Quarter Sessions for the Counties 
of Armagh and Fermanagh, and the County 
Court judge and chairman of the Quarter 
Sessions for the ‘County of Down, only re- 


gularised the position. There was no 
suggestion of any increase in regard 
to any of these salaries. All that 


was done was to regularise their position. 
It merely applied to the existing holders of 
these offices, who were being paid out of the 
Consolidated Fund of Great Britain.

Mr. C. G. Ammon (Labour) said that the

sent was an inopportune time for bringing 
forward increases of salary for those already 
fairly well remunerated when so many of the 
population were suffering decreases in their 
standard of living.

The epidemic of influenza is now on the 
wane, according to Dr. J. A. Harbison, 
County Dublin Medical Officer of Health, 
whose report on the health of the county 
during January was adopted at a meeting 
of the Dublin Bonrd of Health yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. J. T. Ennis (chairman) pre- 
siding.
